the op ening week s of the war found 
trocp s mobilizing at Tamp a, the gov­ 
ernment was obliged to charter coast­ 
wise craft scattered all of the way from 
New York to New Ork ins. 
The boats 
were of various shap es and sizea They 
were hurriedly transformed into trans­ 
p orts. and Shafter’s exp edition of 14,000 
men got off for a three days’ steaming 
after what, at one time, threatened to 
be endle.ss confusion. 
One of the new troop ship s recently 
drop p ed anchor in Manila bay after a 
trip more than half way around the 
world and in the season of storms. 
Of 
the 2,000 souls on board not one had 
sustained an accident of so much as a 
brok en arm. When one of these Ameri­ 
can troop .ship s stop p ed at Gibraltar, 
British officers ask ed the p rivilege of 
insp ection. They went aboard and with 
the thoroughness of exp erts p roceeded 
to look over the arrangements to the 
smallest details.

With 6,000 on the way to Manila by 
the easterly route the war dep artment 
has had 3,000 on the water by the west­ 
ern route.

An exp edition under the revenue cut­ 
ter service will be sent to Alask a at an 
early day. says the Chicago Tribune 
Arrangeiuents are now being made for 
the trip , the object of W’hich will be to 
establish sources of meat sup p ly in 
the territory. The p lans for the exp edi­ 
tion have not been comp leted, but the 
first step lias been tak en by the tenq io- 
rary transfer of the Thetis from the 
navy dep artment to the treasury de­ 
p artment for use by the revenue cutter 
otiicer.s.

I cently to the effect that English nianu- 
fHcturer.s of railroad engines are con­ 
tending that the English built locomo­ 
tive is far sup erior to the American 
mak e. 
They say that while an AiiKui- 
can firm will tak e a contract to build a 
locomotive in six months no English 
firm will p romise to build one in less 
than one year. They say that this time 
schedule gives the Englishmen a big 
advantage over the Americans and that 
as a result the English engine, which 
is p ut together with greater care and 
p recision, owing to the greater ainount 
of time allowed, outwears and outwork s 
an American engine. When Samuel R. 
CallaNvay, p resident of the New York 
Central railroad and one of the best 
eq uip p ed p ractical railroad op erators in 
the United States, was ask ed about the 
rep ort tlic other day, he said 
“ You can say for me that w’e build 
better engines in America than are 
built in any other p lace in the world. 
They last longer, are built carefully, 
but in a shorter time, and are able to 
p ick up and carry a train such at is sel­ 
dom seen on an English or continental 
railroad. We are ship p ing a great many 
engines from the United States to Rus­ 
sia and India and other Europ ean coun­ 
tries. Practical tests have shown Amer­ 
ican engines to be sup erior to English 
engines. 
The trouble with American 
engines so far has been a tendency to 
mak e them too small. 
An engine is 
p ractically rebuilt every year or two 
A new boiler is p ut in, new wheels ar* 
added, and so on. 
We have engineM 
here that have been in service some 30 
or 40 years. 
They are getting wheezy 
and shak y, to be sure, but they are still 
at work . ” 
J. D. Layng of the West Shore said 
“ Englishmen have a small concep tion 
of the tonnage that goes over the track s 
of an American road. 
When I was in 
England some years ago, I talk ed with 
one of the officials of one of the most 
imp ortant railway lines there. 
He told 
me that the average weight of a train 
hauled over an English track was aixjut 
120 tons. Think of thatl Sometimes we 
p ile nearly a hnndred tons on a single 
car. 
I doubt whether any bit of track 
in England w’ould stand the wear and 
tear and con.stant p ounding that onr 
main line gets from New York to Al­ 
bany. 
They don’t realize what heavy 
trains we have. We are building bigger 
engines than formerly to haul these 
heavy trains, but the American engine 
will outlast and stand more rack and 
wear than the English built engine, and 
if we can build it in less time than the 
Englishmen can that is so much gain­ 
ed." —New York Tribune.

W ithin 60 days 6,000 American sol­ 
diers have sailed through the Mediter­ 
ranean, past the doors of the nations of 
Europe, says thd St. Louis Globe-Demo- 
crat. 
An object lesson in something 
more than numbers has been given 
Ten months ago such a possession as a 
troopship was unknown to the United 
States government 
All territory was 
contiguous. 
The only transportation 
with which the American quartermas­ 
ters were familiar was on land. 
When 
the opening weeks of the war found 
troops mobilizing at Tampa, the gov­ 
ernment was obliged to charter coast­ 
wise craft scattered all of the way from 
New York to New Or Ie ins. 
The boats 
were of various shapes and sizes. They 
were hurriedly transformed into trans­ 
ports. and Shafter’s expedition of 14,000 
men got off for a three days’ steaming 
after what, at one time, threatened to 
be endless confusion. 
One of the new troopships recently 
dropped anchor in Manila bay after a 
trip more than half way around the 
world and in the season of storms. 
Of 
the 2,000 souls on board not one had 
sustained an accident of so much as a 
broken arm. When one of these Ameri­ 
can troopships stopped at Gibraltar, 
British officers asked the privilege of 
inspection. They went aboard and with 
the thoroughness of experts proceeded 
to look over the arrangements to the 
smallest details. 
They examined the 
sleeping quarters, the galleys, the exer­ 
cise spaces, the baths—in short, every 
part of the ship. 
And when they had 
finished they told the American officers 
that Great Britain, with all of her ex­ 
perience in the water transportation of 
troops, had no transports to compare 
with those which the American govern­ 
ment bad devised for the movement of 
soldiers to distant possessions. 
They 
marveled when told that 2,000 men had 
been conveyed across the ocean without 
an accident. 
They explained that the 
British government never moved such 
numbers of soldiers on an ocean voyage 
without expecting to lose one or more 
disabled by accidents incident to sea 
travel. 
W ith 6,000 on the way to Manila by 
the easterly route the war department 
has had 8,000 on the water by the west­ 
ern route. An army of American troops 
is moving across the oceans bound for a 
common destination, and the achieve­ 
ment receives scarcely more than pass­ 
ing attention in the United States. To 
other governments this easy execution 
of a great military transportation prob­ 
lem is a matter of much more comment 
and surprise than it is at home. 
The 
military journals of foreign countries 
are discussing it as they did some of 
the feats of the American army and 
navy in the war with Spain. 
This 
movement of troops and munitions to 
Manila from the United States is an­ 
other in the series of eye openers for the 
rest of the world. 


An expedition under the revenue c a t­ 
ter service will be sent to Alaska at an 
early day, says the Chicago Tribune 
Arrangements are now being made for 
the trip, the object of which will be to 
establish sources of meat supply in 
the territory. The plans for the expedi­ 
tion have not been completed, but the 
first step has been taken by the tempo­ 
rary transfer of the Thetis from the 
navy department to the treasury de­ 
partm ent for use by the revenue cutter 
officers. 
The ship was selected for this 
duty on account of its coal capacity 
and economical steaming quality as 
well as the comfort of its cabin accom­ 
modations. 
The latter is an important 
feature in a long expedition. The head­ 
quarters of the expedition will be Hako­ 
date, which 
is the most important 
northern port of Japan and is accessible 
to the field of investigation. At present 
the Thetis is at the Mare Island navy 
yard and is being overhauled for the 
new service. Its bunkers will be loaded 
with about 400 tons of coal, and orders 
have been placed in Japan for a large 
quantity of Takashima coal. The expe­ 
dition will investigate the extent and 
locality of the reindeer in Alaska with 
a view to their availability as a food 
supply to the constantly increasing pop­ 
ulation of the territory 


The recent determination of the Brit­ 
ish government to create the permanent 
office of military attache to its embassy 
at Washington and to make Captain

OUR ENGINES THE BEST. 


P r o m in e n t R a ilr o a d H en on th e Con* 
te n tio n a o f Kngcliah M a n u fa c tu r e r * . 
There have been reports printed re­ 
cently to the effect that English m anu­ 
facturers of railroad engines are con­ 
tending that the English built locomo­ 
tive is far superior to the American 
make. 
They say that while an Ameri­ 
can firm will take a contract to build a 
locomotive in six months no English 
firm will promise to build one in less 
than one year. They say that this time 
schedule gives the Englishmen a big 
advantage over the Americans and t h a t , 
as a result the English engine, which 
is put together with greater care aud 
precision, owing to the greater amount 
of time allowed, outwears and outworks 
an American engine. When Samuel R. 
Callaway, president of the New York 
Central railroad and one of the best 
equipped practical railroad operators in 
the United States, was asked about the 
report the other day, he said 
“ You can say for me that we build 
better engines in America than are 
built in any other place in the world. 
They last longer, are built carefully, 
but in a shorter time, and are able to 
pick up and carry a train such a t is sel­ 
dom seen on an English or continental 
railroad. We are shipping a great many 
engines from the United States to Rus­ 
sia and India and other European coun­ 
tries. Practical tests have shown Amer­ 
ican engines to be superior to English 
engines. 
The trouble with American 
engines so far has been a tendency to 
make them too small. 
An engine is 
practically rebuilt every year or two 
A new boiler is put in, new wheels ar< 
added, and so on. 
We have engines 
here that have been in service some 30 
or 40 years. 
They are getting wheezy 
and shaky, to be sure, but they are still 
at work. ” 
J. D. Layng of the West Shore said 
“ Englishmen have a small conception 
of the tonnage that goes over the tracks 
of an American road. 
When I was in 
England some years ago, I talked with 
one of the officials of one of the most 
important railway lines there. 
He told 
me that the average weight of a train 
hanled over an English track was ahunt 
120 tons. Think of that! Sometimes we 
pile nearly a hundred tons on a single 
car. 
I doubt whether any bit of track 
in England would stand the wear and 
tear and constant pounding that our 
main line gets from New York to Al­ 
bany. 
They don’t realize what heavy 
trains we have. W e are building bigger 
engines than formerly to haul these 
heavy trains, but the American engine 
will outlast and stand more rack and 
wear than the English built engine, and 
if we can build it in less time than the 
Englishmen can that is so much gain­ 
ed.” —New York Tribune. 


SPANISH WAR TROPHIES. 


P r o p o se d D is tr ib u tio n o f G un* C ap ­ 
tu r e d b y th e A rm y a n d N a v y . 
The trophy board, consisting of Com­ 
mander F. W. Dickins of the navy and 
Major George H. Hopkins, m ilitary aid 
to the secretary of war, have made 
their report upon the proper distribu­ 
tion to be made of the guns and other 
trophies captured from the Spanish in 
the war. 
The report shows that the 
number of guns in the custody of the 
war department is 141, all but 19 of 
which are now in the United States. 
There are 56 guns in the possession of 
the navy department, and the board 
recommends the following distribution 
That the captured guns taken from 
the Spanish ships and now in the cus­ 
tody of the navy departm ent—four 
from the Vizcaya, four from the Maria 
Teresa and two from the Oquendo—be 
delivered to the war department : that 
the eight cannon captured at the Morro 
Castle, now in the possession of the war 
department, be delivered to the u av y ; 
that the five mortars captured at Morro 
Castle be retained by the war depart­ 
m ent; that the nine guns captured at 
the battery east of the Morro, seven 
guns and two mortars captured at La 
Estella battery and four guns captured 
at the lower Socapa battery, now in the 
possession of the army, be delivered to 
the navy, and that all other captured 
guns in the possession of either depart 
ment be retained there. The board de­ 
clares that the captured guns are of no 
value except as trophies.—Exchange

W ithin 60 days 6,000 American sol­ 
diers have sailed through tho Mediter­ 
ranean, past the doors of the nations of 
Europe, says the St. Louis Globe-Demo­ 
crat. 
An object lesson in something 
more than numbers has been given 
Ten months ago such a possession as a 
troopship was unknown to the United 
States government 
All territory was 
contiguous. 
The only transportation 
with which the American quartermas­ 
ters were familiar was on land. 
When 
the opening weeks of the war fount 
troops mobilizing at Tampa, the gov 
em inent was obliged to charter coast­ 
wise craft scattered all of the way from 
New York to New Orfejns. 
The boats 
were of various shapes and size* They 
were hurriedly transformed into trans­ 
ports. and Shafter’s expedition of 14,000 
men got off for a three days’ steaming 
after what, at one time, threatened to 
be endless confusion. 
One of the new troopships recently 
dropped anchor in Manila bay after a 
trip more than half way around the 
world and in the season of storms. 
Of 
the 2,000 souls on board not one had 
sustained an accident of so much as a 
broken arm. When one of these Ameri­ 
can troopships stopped at Gibraltar, 
British officers asked the privilege of 
inspection. They went aboard and with 
the thoroughness of experts proceeded 
to look over the arrangements to the 
smallest details. 
They examined the 
sleeping quarters, the galleys, the exer­ 
cise spaces, the baths—in short, every 
part of the ship. 
And when they had 
finished they told the American officers 
that Great Britain, with all of her ex­ 
perience in the water transportation of 
troops, had no transports to compare 
with those which the American govern­ 
ment had devised for the movement of 
soldiers to distant possessions. 
They 
marveled when told that 2,000 men had 
been conveyed across the ocean without 
an accident. 
They explained that the 
British government never moved such 
numbers of soldiers on an ocean voyage 
without expecting to lose one or more 
disabled by accidents incident to sea 
travel. 
W ith 6,000 on the way to Manila by 
the easterly route the war department 
has had 8,000 on the water by the west­ 
ern route. An army of American troops 
is moving across the oceans bound for a 
common destination, and the achieve­ 
ment receives scarcely more than pass­ 
ing attention in the United States. To 
other governments this easy execution 
of a great m ilitary transportation prob­ 
lem is a m atter of much more comment 
and surprise than it is at home. 
The 
military journals of foreign countries 
are discussing it as they did some of 
the feats of the American army and 
navy in the war with Spain. 
This 
movement of troops and munitions to 
Manila from the United States is an­ 
other in tho series of eye openers for the 
rest of the world.

An expedition under the revenue cut­ 
ter service will be sent to Alaska at an 
early day, says the Chicago Tribune. 
Arrangements are now being made for 
the trip, the object of which will be to 
establish sources of meat supply in 
the territory. The plans for the expedi­ 
tion have not been completed, but the 
first step has been taken by the tempo­ 
rary transfer of the Thetis from the 
navy department to the treasury de­ 
partm ent for use by the revenue cutter 
officers. 
The ship was selected for this 
duty on account of its coal capacity 
and economical steaming quality as 
w’ell as the comfort of its cabin accom­ 
modations. 
The latter is an important 
feature in a long expedition. The head 
quarters of the expedition w’ill be Hako­ 
date, which is the most important 
northern port of Japan and is accessible 
to the field of investigation. At present 
the Thetis is at the Mare Island navy 
yard and is being overhauled for the 
new service. Its bunkers will be loaded 
with about 400 tons of coal, and orders 
have been placed in Japan for a large 
quantity of Takashima coal The expe­ 
dition will investigate the extent and 
locality of the reindeer in Alaska with 
a view to their availability as a food 
supply to the constantly increasing pop­ 
ulation of the territory

There have been reports printed re­ 
cently to tin* effect that English manu­ 
facturers of railroad engines are con­ 
tending that the English built locomo­ 
tive is far superior to the American 
make. 
They say that while an Ameri­ 
can firm will take a contract to build a 
locomotive in six months no English 
firm will promise to build one in less 
than one year. They say that this time 
schedule gives the Englishmen a big 
advantage over the Americans and th a t, 
as a result the English engine, which 
is put together with greater care aud 
precision, owing to the greater amount 
of time allowed, outwears and outworks 
an American engine. When Samuel R. 
Callaway, president of the New York 
Central railroad and one of the best 
equipped practical railroad operators iii 
the United States, was asked about the 
report the other day, he said 
“ You can say for me that we build 
better engines in America than are 
built in any other place in the world. 
They last longer, are built carefully, 
but in a shorter time, and are able to 
pick up and carry a train such a* is sel­ 
dom seen on an English or continental 
railroad. We are shipping a great many 
engines from the United States to Rus­ 
sia and India and other European coun­ 
tries. Practical tests have shown Amer­ 
ican engines to be superior to English 
engines. 
The trouble with American 
engines so far has been a tendency to 
make them too small. 
An engine is 
practically rebuilt every year or two 
A new boiler is put in, new wheels ar* 
added, and so on. 
We have engines 
here that have been in service some 30 
or 40 years. 
They are getting wheezy 
and shaky, to be sure, but they are still 
a t work. ” 
J. D. Layng of the West Shore said 
“ Englishmen have a small conception 
of the tonnage that goes over the tracks 
of an American road. 
When I -was in 
England some years ago, I talked with 
one of the officials of one of the most 
important railway lines there. 
He told 
me that the average weight of a train 
hauled over an English track was ahunt 
120 tons. Think of that I Sometimes we 
pile nearly a hundred tons on a single 
car. 
I doubt whether any bit of track 
in England wonld stand the wear and 
tear and constant pounding that onr 
main line gets from New York to Al­ 
bany. 
They don’t realize what heavy 
trains we have. We are building bigger 
engines than formerly to hanl these 
heavy trains, but the American engine 
will outlast and stand more rack and 
wear than the English built engine, and 
if we can build it in less time than the 
Englishmen can that is so much gain­ 
ed." —New York Tribune.

The trophy board, consisting of Com­ 
mander F. W. Dickins of the navy and 
Major George H. Hopkins, military aid 
to the secretary of war, have made 
their report upon the proper distribu­ 
tion to be made of the guns and other 
trophies captured from the Spanish in 
the war. 
The report shows that the 
number of guns in the custody of th-e 
war department is 141, all but 19 of 
which are now in the United States. 
There are 56 guns in the possession of 
the navy department, and the board 
recommends the following distribution 
That the captured guns taken from 
the Spanish ships and now in the cus­ 
tody of the navy department—four 
from the Vizcaya, four from the Maria 
Teresa and two from the Oquendo—be 
delivered to the war department; that 
the eight cannon captured at the Morro 
Castle, now in the possession of the war 
department, be delivered to the navy; 
that the five mortars captured at Morro 
Castle be retained by the war depart­ 
ment; that the nine guns captured at 
the battery east of the Morro, seven 
guns and two mortars captured at La 
Estella battery and four guns captured 
at the lower Socapa battery, now in the 
possession of the army, be delivered to 
the navy, and that all other captured 
guns in the possession of either depart­ 
ment be retained there. The board de­ 
clares that the captured guns are of no 
value except as trophies.—Exchange.

Owing to the prevalence of smallpox 
in Porto Rico General Henry, com­ 
mander cf the department, has taken 
steps to prevent an epidemic of the dis­ 
ease, and Colonel John V. Hoff, chief 
surgeon of the department, has prepar­ 
ed plans for the vaccination of the en­ 
tire population of the island. 
Colonel 
Hoff has made a report to the surgeon 
general cf the army, telling in detail 
how this work is to be carried on. 
He 
says 
“ I established a vaccine station at 
Coamo under the direction of Major 
Ames, who has with him 8 contract 
surgeons, IO assistant hospital stew ­ 
ards, 39 privates of the hospital corps 
and a complete outfit to produce the 
virus from the animals in the most sci­ 
entific manner The production of virus 
here is a sine qua non, for we get no 
results from imported virus, thousands 
of points of which have been sent here 
and used without result. 
The place se­ 
lected abounds in fine cattle, which we 
get for the purpose practically for the 
asking. 
Many hundreds of cattle have 
already been subjected to the tubercular 
test and have been inoculated, and we 
hope to begin charging the points’soon. 
It is estimated the output will be at 
least 2,000 points per diem. 
“ I have divided the inlaid into five 
vaccination division under a director 
for each. He organizes his division into 
subdivisions, chiefly on the lines of the 
municipal districts, and further divides 
them on lines of police precincts and, so 
far as possible, employs the physicians 
resident therein for the actual vaccina­ 
tion work. 
Based on an output of 10,- 
000 points daily, we will send to each 
director each day 2,000points, which it 
is his duty to see get into the arms of 
that number of people.” 
Colonel Huff estimates the cost of the 
work, exclusive of the salaries of the 
directors, 
inspectors and employees, 
who are paid from the m ilitary funds, 
at about $25,000, to be paid from the 
revenues of the island He remarks in 
conclusion that there have been about 
500 cases of smallpox on the island du r­ 
ing the last two months, but it is fully 
expected that it will be under complete 
control.- New York Sun.

I shan’t take up much of your time 
in telling yon how I feel toward Airier 
ica, for, bless me. it can all he said in 
a very few words. 
First of all, I am 
greatly pleased with the country, and I 
like the people more than I do the place 
When Mr. Davis called me up in Lon 
don and asked if I could run over to 
Chicago. Philadelphia and New York 
for him to take a few notes to his 
friends aud relatives, he told me some 
things that he thought I ought to know 
But, my soul, it’s all different—and 
better, no fear. 
The moment I landed at quarantine I 
was taken in charge by Mr. W alter ( ’on 
nors, an American district messenger 
sent down to meet me by Mr. M. W 
Ray ens, superintendent of New York’s 
great service. 
I was properly treated 
and put on the correct tram to get to 
the train to Chicago. The minute I got 
in the passenger coach after crossing 
the river I found that railway travel in 
America was much more comfortable 
than in England.

Americanizing the islands is heard here 
bb well, but it means somewhat more 
than when used by the good people at 
home, for we recognize more fully the 
difficulty of its accomplishment. Up to 
the present tim e the Filipinos have as 
flinch Filipinized the foreigners as they 
have foreignized the 
natives, so to 
leak. 
Their custom s and habits, both 
* < ial and commercial, are fixed. They 
noun have their inflnence upon new ­ 
comers. and they have affected in some 
decree the English and German busi 
fless men of Manila. 
The watchword of the people of all 
nations assembeld here is “ m anana’ 
(tomorrow) 
This Spanish word seems 
to cast its paralyzing spell upon all 
countries where Spanish influences pre­ 
fab 
W hether the ancient 
Filipinos 
ever had a better appreciation of the 
value of tim e or a higher sense of de­ 
votion to duty than they have now is 
doubtful 
A t all events they have for 
j 
years learned the lesson of delay and 
insincerity from their Spanish masters 
iiitil it is in the bone, blood and flesh 
bs deeply ingrained as though their 
lavage ancestors had transmitted it to 
them as a racial inheritance. 
Strange 
k> nay—that is. strange in the eyes of 
Americans— its blighting spell has fall­ 
en upon the Europeans who do business 
here nntii they also are as easy going 
ind as indifferent to the pressing needs 
pf the hour as the natives. 
This sug­ 
gests the thought that it may be possi- 
Mo that Americans coming here may be 
Filipinized. as have been the Germans 
faiiil the English, instead of working the 
pre*t revolution so cheerfully predicted. 
Certainly they w ill have the forces of 
numbers, custom and clim ate to con­ 
tend with. and these are no mean an­ 
tagonists. 
Let us take, for example, one custom, 
that of the afternoon siesta. Even busi­ 
ness bows to this.

The substitute for the butcher’s cart 
and the grocer’s wagon is the basket of 
woven bamboo carried from the market 
on the head of the customer, almost in 
variably a woman, a term including 
girls of IO years and toothless crones 
Everything to eat is sold at the “ mer- 
cado, ” of which there are half a dozen 
in the city.

OUR TRADE RIVALS BRITAIN’S 


General Calixto Garcia paid his memo 
rabic visit to Santiago. 
Surrounding the Plaza de Armas are 
four prominent buildings, the cathe­ 
dral, the palace, the Club San Carlos, 
which is the Cuban stronghold, and the 
Spanish club.

Still another is de­ 
voted to chickens, the great edible staple 
of the Filipinos next to rice, and more 
often seen on the table than beef. Eggs, 
both of chickens and dncks, are the sole 
stock of other venders, while cakes of

Despite our rapid increase in the sup­ 
plies which we are offering to the mar­ 
kets of the world, Great Britain con­ 
tinues to take a proportionate share of 
that increase. 
Our exports of domestic 
merchandise to Great Britain in 1879 
amounted to $846,485,881 and in 1898 
were $534,398,302, an increase of 54 
per cent; while our general exports in­ 
creased 68 per cent during that period.

joint of meat, generally pork, and an­ 
other several kinds of fish, including 
a miniature specimen of which a dozen 
could be picked up on a spoon and 
which are eaten raw as a great delicacy 
by the natives. 
One stall has small clams, another 
the little native oysters and another 
shrimps or prawns. Still another is de­ 
voted to chickens, the great edible staple 
of the Filipinos next to rice, and more 
often seen on the table than beef. Eggs, 
both of chickens and ducks, are the sole 
stock of other venders, while cak**s of 
brown native sugar and a kind of choco­ 
late paste occupy the baskets of another 
In the summer season green corn, both 
roasted or boiled and fresh, finds a place 
in the market. It is not bad corn, but is 
brought to the market hard. 
The mar­ 
ket for edibles is surrounded by stalls, 
where cigars, cigarettes, dry goods, 
trinkets, etc., are sold, the whole mak­ 
ing a collection of from several score to 
several hundred 
separate centers of 
trade, besides the many venders who 
squat upon the ground with a basket or 
two of wares before them. 
V hatever 
the shopper buys is laid in bulk in her 
shallow basket, and when she is satis­ 
fied she walks calmly away with the 
basket on her head, its contents exposed 
to the gaze of the public and accumulat­ 
ing dust. 
Transportation of

The year 1N98 was the first in which 
the domestic exports from the United 
States exceeded the domestic exports 
from Great Britain. On only two occa­ 
sions prior to 1898 have the domestic 
exports of the United States exceeded 
$1,000,000,000, while those of Great 
Britain have constantly exceeded $ I,- 
000,000,000 during the past 20 years. 
Despite onr rapid increase in the sup­ 
plies which we are offering to the war 
kets of the world, Great Britain con­ 
tinues to take a proportionate share of 
that increase. 
Our exports of domestic 
merchandise to Great Britain in 1879 
amounted to $340,485,881 and in 1898 
were $534,398,302, an increase of 54 
per cent; while our general exports in­ 
creased 63 per cent during that period. 
The imports into the United States 
from Great Britain in 
1898 are no 
greater than they were 20 years ago, 
the imports from Great Britain in 1879

The only transportation 
w’ith which the American quarterm as­ 
ters were fam iliar was on land. 
When 
the opening weeks of the war found 
troops mobilizing at Tampa, the gov­ 
ernment was obliged to charter coast­ 
wise craft scattered all of the way from 
New York to New Orleans. 
The boats 
were of various shapes and sizes. They 
were hurriedly transformed into trans­ 
ports, and Shafter’s expedition of 14,000 
men got off for a three days’ steaming 
after what, at one time, threatened to 
be endless confusion. 
One of the new troopships recently 
dropped anchor in Manila bay after a 
trip more than half way around the 
world and in the season of storms. 
Of 
the 2,000 souls on board not one had 
sustained an accident of so much as a 
broken arm. When one of these Ameri­ 
can troopships stopped at Gibraltar, 
British officers asked the privilege of 
inspection. They went aboard and with 
the thoroughness of experts proceeded 
to look over the arrangements to the 
smallest details. 
They examined the 
sleeping quarters, the galleys, the exer­ 
cise spaces, the baths—in short, every 
part of the ship. 
And when they had 
finished they told the American officers 
that Great Britain, with all of her ex­ 
perience in the water transportation of 
troops, had no transports to compare 
with those which the American govern­ 
ment bad devised for the movement of 
soldiers to distant possessions. 
They 
marveled when told that 2,000 men had 
been conveyed across the ocean without 
an accident. 
They explained that the 
British government never moved such 
numbers of soldiers on an ocean voyage 
without expecting to lose one or more 
disabled by accidents incident to sea 
travel. 
W ith 6,000 on the way to Manila by 
the easterly route the war department 
has had 8,000 on the water by the west­ 
ern ronte. An army of American troops 
is moving across the oceans bound for a 
common destination, and the achieve­ 
ment receives scarcely more than pass­ 
ing attention in the United States. To 
other governments this easy execution 
of a great m ilitary transportation prob­ 
lem is a m atter of mach more comment 
and surprise than it is at home. 
The 
m ilitary journals of foreign countries 
are discussing it as they did some of 
the feats of the American army and 
navy in the war with Spain. 
This 
movement of troops and munitions to 
Manila from the United States is an­ 
other in the series of eye openers for the 
rest of the world.

OUR ENGINES T H E BEST.

P r o m i n e n t R a i l r o a d 
t e n t t o i i * o f H n fcli a h 
There have been reports printed re­ 
cently to the effect that English manu­ 
facturers of railroad engines are con­ 
tending that the English built locomo­ 
tive is far superior to the American 
make. 
They say that while an Ameri­ 
can firm will take a contract to build a 
locomotive in six months no English 
firm will promise to build one in less 
than one year. They say that this time 
schedule gives the Englishmen a big 
advantage over the Americans and th a t. 
as a result the English engine, which 
is put together with greater care and 
precision, owing to the greater amount 
of time allowed, outwears and outworks 
an American engine. When Samuel R. 
Callaway, president of the New York 
Central railroad and one of the best 
equipped practical railroad operators in 
the United States, was asked about the 
report tile other day, he said 
“ You can say for me that we build 
better engines iii America than are 
built in any other place in the world. 
They last longer, are built carefully, 
but in a shorter time, and are able to 
pick up and carry a train such as is sel­ 
dom seen on an English or continental 
railroad. We are shipping a great many 
engines from the United States to Rus­ 
sia and India and other European conn- 
tries. Practical tests have shown Amer­ 
ican engines to be superior to English 
engines. 
The trouble with American 
engines so far has been a tendency to 
make them too small. 
An engine is 
practically rebuilt every year or two 
A new boiler is pat in, new wheels art 
added, and so on. 
We have engine! 
here that have been in service some 30 
or 40 years. 
They are getting wheezy 
and shaky, to be sure, but they are still 
at work. “ 
J. D. Layng of the West Shore said 
“ Englishmen have a small conception 
of the tonnage that goes over the tracks 
of an American road. 
When I was in 
England some years ago, I talked with 
one of the officials of one of the most 
important railway lines there. 
He told 
me that the average weight of a train 
hauled over an English track was about 
120 tons. Think of that I Sometimeswe 
pile nearly a hundred tons on a single 
car. 
I doubt whether any bit of track 
in England wonld stand the wear and 
tear and constant pounding that our 
main line gets from New York to Al­ 
bany. 
They don’t realize what heavy 
trains we have. We are building bigger 
engines than formerly to haul these 
heavy trains, bat the American engine 
will outlast and stand more rack and 
wear than the English built engine, and 
if we can build it in less time than the 
Englishmen can that is so much gain­ 
ed. " —New York Tribune.

An expedition nuder the revenne c a t­ 
ter service will be sent to Alaska at an 
early day, says the Chicago Tribune 
Arrangements are now being made for 
the trip, the object of which will be to 
establish sources of meat supply in 
the territory. The plans for the expedi­ 
tion have not been completed, bat the 
first step has been taken by the tempo­ 
rary transfer of the Thetis from the 
navy department to the treasury de­ 
partm ent for use by the revenue cutter 
officers. 
The ship was selected for this 
duty on account of its coal capacity 
and economical steaming quality as 
well as the comfort of its cabin accom­ 
modations. 
The latter is an important 
feature in a long expedition. The head 
quarters of the expedition will be Hako­ 
date, which 
is the most important 
northern port of Japan and is accessible 
to the field of investigation. At present 
the Thetis is at the Mare Island navy 
yard and is being overhauled for the 
new service. Its bunkers will be loaded 
with about 400 tons of coal, and orders 
have been placed in Japan for a large 
quantity of Takaahima coal The expe­ 
dition will investigate the extent and 
locality of the reindeer in Alaska with 
a view to their availability as a food 
supply to the constantly increasing pop* 
illation of the territory

the battery east of the Morro, seven 
guns and two mortars captured at La 
Estella battery and four guns captured 
at the lower Rocapa battery, now in the 
possession of the army, be delivered to 
the navy, anti that all other captured 
guns in the possession of either depart­ 
ment be retained there

Tile all American route to the Klon­ 
dike has been discovered by Captain 
Abercrombie of the Second United 
States infantry, and his findings, to­ 
gether with those of Captain Glenn and 
Lieutenant Custner, have been reported 
to the war department. 
Captain Aber­ 
crombie said of his explorations: 
"I made the start at Port Valdes. 
Prince 
\\ illiam 
sound, 
and 
went 
through to the mouth of Tanannah river 
and then to Belle isle, close to the 
boundary line of tile Yukon river. 
I 
found the all American route starting 
from Port Valdes, going through Key 
stone pass in the Coast Range moan 
tains, crossing the Copper river at its 
junction with the Klntena river, and 
thence crossing tho big bend of the 
Copper river in almost a direct line to 
the confluence of the Slahna river with 
the Upper ( upper river. 
"Leading from the Slahna over into 
the Tanannah valley we found a number 
of passes: crossed the Tanannah at the 
mouth of the Tetling, thence to the 
head waters of the Forty Mile; down 
the Forty Mile to O’Brien creek and up 
O'Brien creek and over the divide to 
Eagle City, a distance of about 385 
miles. The greatest altitude crossed on 
this route was between 8,000 and 4,000 
feet, a lower gradient than that of any 
other pass into Alaska. 
"The ( ’upper river valley is a suc­ 
cession of terraces from the mountains 
on each side 
Where streams have cut 
through these terraces a black soil is 
shown from a depth cf four to six feet 
Native grasses, berries and flowers are 
found in gn at quantities and of a most 
luxuriant growth. 
I regard the agri­ 
cultural features of the Copper river 
valley as very bright, and consider 
there are great opportunities for the 
liay rancher. For persons contemplating 
a trip to Alaska the very liest articles

terview uivkes such fun of me, " said 
he, “ that I had rather write it m y­ 
self.’’ 
H erewith the youngster’s story 
appears put into correct English: 
I shan't take up much of your tim e 
in telling you how I feel toward Amor 
ica, for, bless me. it can all be said in 
a very few words. 
First of all, J am 
greatly pleased with the country, and I 
like the people more than I do the place 
When Mr. Davis called me up in Lon 
don and asked if I could run over to 
Chicago. Philadelphia and New York 
for him to take a few notes to his 
friends and relatives, he told me some 
things that he thought I ought to know 
But, my soul, i f s all different 
and 
batter, no fear. 
The moment I landed at quarantine I 
was taken in charge by Mr. W alter ( on 
nors, an American district messenger 
sent down to meet me by Mr M. W 
Rayons, superintendent of Now York’s 
great service. 
I was properly treated 
and put on the correct tram to get to 
the train to Chicago. The m inute I got 
in the passenger coach after crossing 
the river I found that railw ay travel in 
America was much more comfortable 
than in England. 
Every body offered to 
shake my hand, and I was quite a fellow 
everywhere. 
There is nothing in E n g ­ 
land like your American trains. 
It’s a 
jolly way to travel 
And what is more, 
wherever I delivered a message for Mr 
Davis I got big tips, and many happy 
sayings were spoken to me. In Chicago 
and Philadelphia the chaps made me 
feel at home, and niKiii returning to 
New York Mr. Ravens him self took me 
sightseeing amt jaunting. H e’s a merry 
fellow and said he could not give me a 
royal welcome, because when an Amer­ 
ican messenger went over to England 
ten years ago he was arrested for inter­ 
fering w ith the mails. 
So he said it 
would lie better to give m ean American 
Welcome and keep me out of quad. 
He took me up to Pach’s photograph 
gallery, aud I met Senator Chauncey M 
Depew 
I com plimented him on his 
election to the senate, aud he offered me 
his hand.

Owing to the prevalence of smallpox 
in Porto Rico General Henry, com ­ 
mander of the department, has taken 
steps to prevent an epidem ic of the dis­ 
ease, and Colonel John V. Hoff, chief 
surgeon of the departm ent, has prepar­ 
ed plans for the vaccination of the en­ 
tire population of the island. 
Colonel 
Huff has made a report to the surgeon 
general cf the army, telling in detail 
how Huh work is to be carried on. 
He 
says 
“ I established a vaccine station at 
Coamo under the direction of Major 
Ames, who has w ith him 8 contract 
surgeons. 
IO assistant, hospital stew ­ 
ards, JO privates of the hospital corps 
and a com plete outfit to produce the 
virus from the anim als in the most sci 
entitle manlier The production of virus 
here is a sine qua non, for we get no 
results from imported virus, thousands 
of points of which have been sent bere 
and used w ithout result. 
The place se­ 
lected abounds in fine cattle, which we 
get for the purpose practically for the 
asking. 
Many hundreds of cattle have 
already been subjected to the tubercular 
test and have been inoculated, and we 
hope to begin charging the points'soon. 
It is estim ated the output w ill he at 
least 2,000 points per diem. 
“ I have divided the inlaid into five 
vaccination division under a director 
for each. He organizes his division into 
subdivisions, chiefly on the lines of the 
m unicipal districts, and further divides 
them on lines of police precincts and, so 
far as possible, em ploys the physicians 
resident therein for the actual vaccina­ 
tion work. 
Bused on an output of 10,- 
000 points daily, we w ill send to each 
director each day 2,000 points, which it 
is his duty to see get into the arms of 
that number of people.” 
Colonel Huff estim ates the cost of th* 
work, exclusive of the salaries of the 
directors, 
inspectors and 
employees, 
who are paid from the m ilitary funds, 
at about $25,000, to be paid from the 
revenues of flu* island 
He remarks in 
conclusion that there have been about 
500 cases of smallpox on the island dur­ 
ing the last tw o months, but it is fully 
expected that it w ill lie under com plete 
control

Strange to Us.

The New York Post’s correspondent, 
tinting from Manila under date of Feb 
presents the following unique views 
He says 
I have seen more or less said in the 
ioine newspapers abont Americanizing 
Hit Filipinos by persons who seem to 
think that that process consists of put­ 
ting pantaloons on people who already 
wear pantaloons and sending mission­ 
aries to convert people already convert­ 
ed so completely that they get up before 
daylight to go to church. 
Until our 
people have a better understanding of 
tbi*- country and its inhabitants they 
(Annot expect to be very successful in 
their efforts to change matters for the 
better or to make salutary laws for 
their 
government. 
The 
talk about 
Americanizing the islands is heard here 
bt well, but it means somewhat more 
than when used by the good people at 
Louie, for we recognize more fully the 
difficulty of its accomplishment. Up to 
trie present time the Filipinos have as 
much Filipinized the foreigners as they 
have foreignized the natives, so to 
speak. Their customs and habits, both 
social and commercial, are fixed. They 
won have their influence upon new­ 
comers. and they have affected in some 
degree the English and German bust­ 
lers men of Manila. 
The watchword of the people of all 
lotions assembeld here is “ m anana’ 
(tomorrow) 
This Spanish word seems 
to east its paralyzing spell upon all 
countries where Spanish influences pre- 
rail 
Whether the ancient Filipinos 
ever bad a better appreciation of the 
value of time or a higher sense of de­ 
votion to duty than they have now is 
doubtful 
At all events they have for 
y< ars learned the lesson of delay and 
insincerity from their Spanish masters 
until it is in the bone, blood and flesh 
is deeply ingrained as though their 
ravage ancestors had transmitted it to 
them as a racial inheritance. 
Strange 
k) say—that is, strange in the eyes of 
Americans— its blighting spell has fall­ 
en upon the Europeans who do business 
ten* until they also are as easy going 
tmd as indifferent to the pressing needs 
pf the hour as the nativea 
This sug­ 
gests the thought that it may be possi­ 
ble that Americans coming here may be 
Filipinized, as have been the Germans 
fand the English, instead of working the 
grv*t revolution so cheerfully predicted. 
Certainly they will have the forces of 
nam hers, custom and climate to con­ 
tend with, and these are no mean an­ 
tagonists. 
Let us take, for example, one custom, 
that of the afternoon siesta Even busi­ 
ness bows to this. One can go through 
the chief business streets between 12 
and 2 o ’clock and easily imagine him­ 
self strolling on a Sunday in an Ameri­ 
can town with a well enforced Sunday 
• losing law 
Even the quilez drivers 
have gone home to sleep. 
When the 
Sour of noon comes, the merchants po­ 
litely follow their customers to the door 
and lock the portals and open them not 
again until 2 or perhaps 8 o’clock Even 
the English banks are not open for 
business of importance between those 
hours, and if one enters the institutions 
en business intent one of the Indians 
snoozing on a bench will arouse himself 
euftieiently to say that the clerks have 
fell goue to eat and sleep 
This he does 
by poking his fingers at his mouth to 
•leiirate the taking of food iii genuine 
Filipino style and by laying his bead 
®t'-r to one side on the palm of his hand

While the Americans were cleaning 
the streets and courts and houses and 
jails of Santiago, and were taking care 
of the sick and wounded and -tarving,

spects to the occupant of the palace. 
There were no public meetings, no con 
tribntions, no private offers of assist­ 
ance, no movement for the aid of C u­ 
bans by Cubans, save by a few’ mein 
hers of the local chamber of commerce 
The church, represented by an arehbish 
op, whose salary under the old regime 
had been $ in, OOO a year, and by a num ­ 
ber of Spanish priests and different or­

One stall has small clams, another 
the little native oysters and another 
shrimps or prawns. Still another is de­ 
voted to chickens, the great edible staple 
of the Filipinos next to rice, and more 
often seen on the table than beef. Eggs, 
both of chickens and ducks, are the sole 
stock of other venders, while cakes of 
brow’ii native sugar and a kind of choco­ 
late paste occupy the baskets of another 
In the summer season green corn, both 
Coasted or boiled aud fresh, finds a place 
in the market. It is not bad corn, but is 
brought to the market hard. 
The m ar­ 
ket for edibles is surrounded by stalls, 
where cigars, cigarettes, dry goods, 
trinkets, etc., are sold, the whole mak­ 
ing a collection of from several score to 
several hundred separate centers of 
trade, besides the many vend* rn who 
squat upon the ground with a basket or 
two of wares before them.

Britain amounted to $1,181,944,881 
The year 1898 w’hh the first in which 
the domestic exports from the United 
States exceeded the domestic exports 
from Great Britain. On only two occa­ 
sions prior to 1898 have the domestic 
exports of the United States exceeded 
$1,000,900,000, while those of Great 
Britain have constantly exceeded $ I,- 
000,000,000 during the past 20 years 
Despite our rapid increase in the sup­ 
plies which we are offering to the Mar­ 
kets of the world, Great Britain con­ 
tinues to take a proportionate share of 
that increase. 
Our exports of domestic 
merchandise to Great Britain in 1879 
amounted to $846,485,881 and in 1898 
were $584.398,802, an increase of 54 
per tent; while our general exports in­ 
creased 68 per cent during that period 
The imports into the United States 
from Great Britain in 1898 are no 
greater than they were 20 years ago, 
the imports from Great Britain in 1879
